OPINION OF GEN. MILES. 
TO RAISK THK BI.VIVE. 


Recommends a Soldier to Every Tliou_ 


Hand People aud Native Soldiers 


In Colonies. 


Washington, Dec. 12—Major General 


Miles appeared today before the house 
committee of military affairs for the 
hearing relative to the proposed re- 
organization and increase of the army. 
Two bills for this purpose are pending, 
one drawn by General Miles and in- 
troduced in the house by Chairman 
Hull of the military committee. 


At the outset General Miles address- 
d himself to the general need of in- 
creasing the army without reference 
to either bill. He said he had always 
favored the establishment of a fixed 
standard for the army. The experi- 
ence of last year, he said, had dem- 
onstrated that our present military 
system was inadequate to maintain the 
position as a first-class power. It was 
necessary to consider both our mili- 
tary requirements at home and those 
n our colonial depndencies abroad and 
also the rapidly increasing demands 
made by our sea coast fortifications. 
The latter as far as completed require 
some 185 batteries of 
artillery and 


when the entire increase in coast de- 
fence was completed 
365 batteries 


would be required. The war with Spain 
had shown pretty clearly how many 
men would be required. 


General Miles said the war had re- 


quired 52,000 men for actual field op- 
erations at various points. Of these, 
22,000 went to Manila, 20,000 to Cuba 
and 10,000 to Porto Rico. These were 
men actually in the presence of a hos- 
tile enemy. Since then there had been 
reinforcements for garrison and other 
purposes. At the same time the gen- 
eral pointed out the 
necessities at 


home must not be overlooked. The 
entire frontier had been stripped of 
troops during the late war and com- 
plaints were coming that the families 
and property of those along the fron- 
tier were jeopardized by this condi- 
tion. In particular there were fears 
of outbreak in the Sioux country be- 
cause of the absence of troops. It was 
not desirable, therefore, so to with- 
draw our forces from the frontier and 
to leave them defenceless or 
invite 


disorder. 


These considerations, General Miles 


said, had led him to recommend a 
standard of one soldier for each thou- 
sand at home, with native troops in 
newly acquired colonies on a. basis of 
two native soldiers for every thousand 
of the population. "If we are a first- 
class power in the world," proceeded 
General Miles, "we must have a mili- 
tary system adequate to meet our re- 
sponsibilities the world over. 
I be- 


lieve in making that system so small 
that it will not be a menace to the 
American people and, at the same time, 
large enough to make it adequate for 
any emergency." 


"The science of war had undergone 


a complete change since the days of 
our forefathers," General Miles said, 
"and now smokeles powder and long 
range rifles and machine guns are the 
decisive elements. With this changed 
condition he thought one soldier to a 
thousand of the population would give 
an army entirely adequate to every 
need. It would give an army of 62,- 
000 according to the last census and 
about 75,000 on the estimated popula- 
tiun Ol tuJay. The Uac uf lialivc Uooph 
would make an effective body in the 
several colonies. 


General Miles continued: "We now 


have a greater number oC our men 
abroad than any other country ex- 
cept perhaps Great Britain. The Brit- 
ish forces in Egypt are hardly more 
than 3500 men. 
On the basis of two 


native soldiers for every one thousand 
population natives troops

President McKinley's Reference to the Maine 


Stirs Up Feeling of Anger. 


MR. TSLLEY RESIGNS POSITION 


Madrid, Dec. 12.—The government en- 


tirely approves the memorandum of pro- 
test against the action of the United 
States commissioners iiled by Senor Rios 
at raris. 


The memorandum protests against the 


refusal of the Americans to surrender 
the securities deposited in the treasuries 
of Cuba, and Porto Kico by private Span- 
iards, remarking that "never has a civi- 
lized nation committed such an act of 
violence." 


Secondly, it protests against the ulti- 


matum demanding- the Philippines. 


Third.—It protests against the position 


in -\\hich thc-.se Spaniards are placed who 
desire to remain in Cuba. 


Fourth—It protests against the refer- 


ence to the destruction of the Maine in 
President McKtnley's message to the 
United States congress. On this point 
the memorandum says: 


"Spain has proposed arbitration, but 


the United Sta.tes refuses to give her the 
right which is granted to a criminal, 
namely, the right of defending himself. 
The Spanish commissioners leave the 
care of fixing the responsibility lor the 
explosion to the entire world, which will 
say whether those are responsible who 
desire the truth or those refusing to 
seek it." 


The newspapers generally express re- 


lief at the signing' of the treaty. The 
independent organs, most of the provin- 
cial papers and the Carlist and Republi- 
can journals atcack both political parties, 
Conservative and Liberal, reproaching 
them equally with having brought the 
country to the present pat>s. 


El Imparcial aione publishes the con- 


tents of the treaty, which produces a 
less unfavorable impression than had 
been expected, owing to the commercial 
and other concessiosn to Spain. 


El Liberal says: The Paris negotia- 


tions offer a. far sadder spectacle than 
the ships which are bringing back our 
repatriated soldiers, deplorable as the 
condition of the latter is. 


The cabinet, it is said, will meet the 


cortes intact. &enor Sagasta will ask 
an indemnity bill for the cession of the 
Philippines. The cabinet will then de- 
clare zhat, as it finds itself at a crisis, it 
cannot admit any debate and will, there- 
fore, demand the immediate adoption of 
the bill, after which Senor Sognsta wilt 
submit the question of confidence to the 
queen regent. 


El Heraklo says the government be- 


lieves that, in the present circumstances, f| 
the holders of the Philippine debt will 8 
accept the arrangement arrived at, and 
considers that the Cuban bondholders 
should demand of the future government 
of Cuba a fulfillment of the contract by

Caper Snuc-e Caper*. 


The caper, familiar iu caper sauce 


and used also as a garnish for salads, is 
imported from Spain aud Franee. Capers 
are grown in Italy, but none is import- 
ed from there into this country. 


Capers are sorted into four sizes, of 


which the smallest are known commer- 
cially as nonpareils, and the next larger 
as surfinea. The next larger in French 
capers are capucines, and the largest 
capotes, while the next to the largest 
and the largest of Spanish capers are 
known respectively as capotes No. 1 
and No. 2. The smallest oapers are the 
most desirable and bring the most mon- 
ey. French capers sell for more than 
Spanish. Oapers are imported almost 
wholly in bulk in kegs of 15 or 16 gal- 
lons and barrels of about 40 gallons in 
brine or vinegar. A few oapers are im- 
ported in glass, but they are mostly put 
up in this country. Capers grew on a 
bash.—New York Sun. 


Royal Hotel Keepers. 


The king of Wurttemberg may be re-

SALOONS. 


AN» THE 


Rev. W. L. Tenney preached a ser- 


mon at the Congregational church last 
night, taking for jiis subject "Is North 
Adams Ready to Close the Saloons?" 
The clergyman did not raise the ques- 
tion so much as he made clear just 
when the city will close the saloons. 
The sermon was in a much more tem- 
perate spirit than most sermons on the 
temperance question. The matter was 
approach mainly on the economic and 
religious skies with slight approach to 
the moral side, and thereisno room for 
adverse criticism of the preacher.

Original Conspirator In Uprising of Cubans 


Against Spain In 1308. 


Washington, Dec. 12.—The sudden 


change from the warm climate of Cuba, 
with the hardships he hail endured, to 
the wintry weather of New York and 
Washington, is responsible for the pneu- 
monia which resulted in the death yes- 
terday of Ocneral Cnlixto Garcia, th<; 
distinguished Cuban warrior and loader. 
and the head of the commission elected 
by the Cuban asserr.bly to visit th..- 
country. 
He contracted a slight cold 


in New York, which did not assume an 
alarming stage until the early part ol 
last week. 
On Tuesday night General 


Garcia, in company with the other mem- 
bers of the commission, attended a 
dinner Riven in his honor by General 
Miles, and it was a rr-sult of the ex- 
posure that night which culminated in 
his death. 


General Garcia left a large family, only 


one of whom, Justo, a captain on his 
staff, wag with him when he died. His 
widow and Mercedes, a daughter 17 years 
of age, ere at Thomasville, Ga., where 
the girl is quite ill; Mario, a son 19 years 
o£ age, is v.ith the mother at Thomas- 
viile, and Colonel Carlos Garcia, another 
eon, is in Cuba. A daughter, Leonora, 
who married an American, is now living 
In Paris. General Garcia's mother is 
still alive and resides in Havana.

General Garcia, whose name will be 


ever linked with those of other patriots 
who have fought against unequal odds 
for the freedom of his country, has had i 
a most active and varied life, much of 
which has been spent in lighting for the 
cause of Cuban liberty, which he had the 
satisfaction of seeing accomplished so 
short a time before his death. He was a 
man of culture and refinement, of splen- 
did education and came from a distin- 
guished family of Jiquani, of Santiago 
province. He was born in Cogquin, Oct. 
14, 1839, and was therefore in the 60th 
year of his age. General Garcia, was 
educated in Havana and in Spain. In 
1ES4 he was married to Isabel Velez. 


General Garcia was the original con- 


spirator in the uprising of the Cubans 
against Spain in 1868. and in that war 
under Gomez he attained the rank of a 
brigadier general. In October of 1868 
he captured the towns of Jiquani and 
Baire and recruited many hundreds of 
patriots. He had command of the east- 
ern departments during that revolution 
after 1873 and won many notable victor- 
iea. While the revolution was in a critt- 
cal state in l"he other provinces and its 
outcome was uncertain he maintained 
It with vigor in the territory under hia 
command. 


In 1S75, while reconr.oitering with iia 


escort, he was surrounded by 2000 Span- 
lards. Preferring death to capture and 
subsequent execution at the hands of 
his en-emy, he attempted suicide by plac- 
ing his revolver under his chin and firing, 
the bullet coming out between his eye- 
brows. For months he lay between life 
and death, but was saved finally by 
Spanish surgeons who, possibly, had 
owed their own lives to his mercy. Th« 
Spaniards, beSievtng he was about to die, 
gave him a pardon. The hole which the 
bullet made when it entered the chin and 
came out between the eyebrows was al- 
ways visible and shows plainly in the 
calmness of death. 


For his participation in the revolution- 


ary movement General Garcia was sent 
to Spain where, for four years, he was 
confined, remaining there until the pea^e 
of Zanjon, He then returned to the 
United States and, together with Joseph 
Marti, attempted another revolution. 
He landed in Cuba with a few followers, 
but the country wanted to try the home 
rule offered by Spain. He Capitulated 
to the Spanish forces in order to save 
his few remaining followers and was 
again banished to Spain in 1S80, where ha 
remained under surveillance until 1895, 
when the last revolution broke out in 
•Cuba. Then he escaped to France and 
later to New York.

His movements since that time and his 


active participation in the war are fa- 
miliar to many newspaper readers. Al- 
ter coming to this country he endeavored 
to get an expedition to the island of Cuba 
jn the steamer Hawkins, but this met 
with shipwreck in 'a storm and the cargo 
was lost. General Garcia was the last 
man to leave the vessel. 


Undaunted by his failure, General 


Garcia made another attempt to ship 
stores for the insurgents, this time ob- 
taining the ship Bermuda. He was in- 
tercepted, however, by United States 
authorities and was arrestad 
on the 


charge of filibustering, but was released 
on $3000 bail. He forfeited this bail, and 
in a final attempt landed on the easterr 
coast of the island with one of the larg- 
est expeditions that ever reached Cuba. 


After landing he succeeded Genera! 


Antonio Maceo in command of the troops 
of the eastern department, holding the 
rank o£ major general, General Maceo 
inarching west with his men. At Maceo's 
death Garcia was elected lieutenant gen- 
eral of the Cuban army, which position 
he held to the close of the war. During 
this command he assaulted and took by 
siege Tunas. Guisa and Guaimaro and 
cleared the interior of his department of 
Spanish troops. 


After declaration of war by the United 


States and Spain, General Miles sent his 
representative to General Garcia and 
subsequently the American and Cuban 
generals co-operated In their movements 
aprainst Santiago. All the officers who 
participated iu the active work around 
Santiago bear testimony to the great

Curtain Falls on What Has Proved a Bitter 


Tragedy For Spaniards. 


Paris, Dec. 12.— The United 
States 


commissioners rested yesterday after tha 
long strain of dally conferences and 
almost daily sessions with the Span- 
iards, the intensity of which they hard- 
ly realized until it was over. 


Warm personal friendships and mutual 


regard have arisen 
between the two 


commissions as the result of their ex- 
tended controversy at close quarters. 
Yesterday several members of both com- 
missions exchanged calls. The Ameri- 
can commissioners unofficially informed 
the Spaniards that they would he glad to 
have the two commissions dine together. 
The reply, which, like the Invitation, was 
conveyed diplomatically through a third 
party, was that the Spaniards would be 
most pleased, but feared It would be in- 
advisable because It might be miscon- 
strued at Madrid, where already much 
feeling existed against the Spanish com- 
missioners. 


Th» treaty, as signed, consists of 17 


articles, it having been found advisable 
to subdivide two or three of the articles 
In the draft agreed upon at the last meet- 
ing. 


The commissioners of the two nations 


wrote their signatures on two copies of 
the treaty, the copy being 
for the 


archives. The document was prepared 
by Secretary Moore in behalf of the 
United States commission, and by Benor 
Vlllarutla for Spain, on account of the 
continued illness of Secretary Ojeda of 
the Spanish commission. 


Each copy contained the English and 


Spanish text of the treaty in parallel 
columns. The wordirer had been ap- 
proved previously 1* 
Lha commissions 


without a joint meet: 
-:o there was no 


controversy on this f 
-ct. 


Several members ol' uie United States 


commission were inclined at first to pub- 
lish the text of the treaty, but Senator 
Frye made a strong plea for the ob- 
servance of courtesy toward the United 
States senate, and his arguments pre- 
vailed. 


Further details, however, have been 


learned as to the wording of the treaty, 
which provides that Cuba is to be re- 
linquished and that Porto Rico and the 
Philippines are to be ceded. The Ameri- 
cans are to pay for the repatriation of 
the Spanish troops from all the colonies. 
The Spaniards are to return all prisoners 
held by them. They are to retain pos- 
eession of all military stores and muni- 
tions of war in the Philippines and of 
•uch ships as have not been captured. 


The commercial treaties between the 


two nations which the war ruptured are 
to be renewed at the convenience of the 
two nations. 


The protocol makes nearly 600 type- 


written pages. 


The signing of the treaty Saturday 


night would have afforded a subject for 
a great historical painting. 'The group 
gathered about the table in the stately 
chamber of the foreign office was im- 
pressive in itself, while the fact that the 
sense of the moment'-usness of the issues 
which the act decided was deeply felt 
by all the participants gave an empres- 
Bive and solemn tone to the scene. 


Around the great mahogany table 


sat tflie 10 arbiters of the destinies of an 
old and a young nation. Ranged stand- 
ing behind them were numerous at- 
taches of the American 
commission. 


The jets from the crystal chandeliers 
above the heads of those present mag- 
nified tho brilliant green and ecarlel 
of the upholsteringa into gaudiness. 


There was a theatrical contrast be- 


tween the black-clothed actors and th« 
scenery. 
To the Americans it was a 


happy ending of the epilogue of war; 
for the Spaniards it was plainly a bit- 
ter tragedy, none the less painful be- 
cause long foreseen. 
They sat silently, 


as thoueh almost crushed, 
and none 


could withhold sympathy from 
Senot 


Montero Rios. the pre*ident of the Span- 
ish commission, who, comlngr from his 
bed, 
was bundled in a great ovew»nat, 


though Ions were burning In the fire- 
place near by. 


Th« spirits of the. two bodies were 


symbolized by the clothes worn by the 
members of the commissions, for the 
American* were attired in evening dress 
for the dinner given to them immedi- 
ately after the meeting by the Due de 
Loubat, and the Spaniards wore black 
frock coats.

Garnica, Senor Villarutia and General 
Cerero y Saens— ^ach commissioner sign- 
Ing Its opponent's treaty.

opening of such a grave is no easy task.

Added to which he 
ftated that the kayaker bad no difficulty in 
keeping up witb the ship. The Eskimo 
hailed the watch and kept waving and 
beckoning with mysterious gestures and 
a threatening tone in his exclamations. 
Suddenly he vanished, to reappaar along- 
side a few minute? later, hailing the ship 
with a mournful wail. The sky was lit 
Tip by the Tlvid northern lights, so the 
•fficer stated that he saw distinctly what 
subsequently took place. 


Out of the uatohway came a procession 


pf six Eskimos walking noiselessly along 
£he poop deck. They passed through the 
Bulwark—not over it—and vanished. The 
fcayaker disappeared at the same time. The 
Jolentiflo party left the breakfast table and 
tjrent to the looked graveyard bunk. Six 
Of the skulls were missing from the bags. 
The seals were unbroken and were ap- 
parently the same that we had affixed. 
The remaining bones and skulls, with 
^he chief's skeleton, are now the property 
Of the Academy of Natural Sciences in 
Philadelphia. The six missing skulls have 
fever been heard of. Most of the crew re- 
fuo«d to go another voyage in the Kits, 
fphich they declared to be haunted by 
"Huskies" In search of their desecrated 
tones.

William H. Crane does not appear to 
have had very good fortune in the se- 
lection of his plays since he parted 
company with Miss Martha Morton. 
This lady, though by no means the 
greatest dramatist in America, never- 
theless possessed the faculty of exact- 
ly fitting him with stellar vehicles,. In 
(act, he has had nothing in many years 


i vehicle to permit a fairly competent 
company to give an inoffensive per- 
formance, whilo the other is one of the 
best types extant of the theory and i 
practice of light comedy writing of the 
very highest type. It has been said \ 
that "Trelawny of the "Wells" is a satire j 
upon the theatrical profession, but any 
one who is given to the habit of look- 
ing at things with his eyes wide open 
win see at the first glance that the play 
really satirizes the old school of actors 
and not the profession in general. It is 
difficult to say enough in praise of Mr. 
Pinero's play without exhausting the 
supply of adjectives at the command of 
the ordinary individual, but that it is 
the best thing of its kind that New 
York has saen for many years is a fact 
which no good judge of the drama will, 
I think, attempt to deny. 


It is impossible to do justice to the plot 


of "Trelawny of the Wells" in a con- 


finement and finesse which were not 
appreciated at all by the director ot the 
enterprise, in which noise masqueraded 
as ability. She was accordingly put on 
half salary and a little later dismissed. 


Arthur Gower in the meantime has 


also disappeared, and it transpires that 
he hus become a member ot the pro- 
fession so that he may be able to regain 
Rose's affection. Tom Wrench, the gen- 
eral utility man of the "Wells" com- 
pany, has a comedy which he has un- 
successfully tried for years to have pre- 
sented, and by a very cleverly con- 
ceived device the vice chancellor is in- 
duced to supply the necessary capital 
for the exploitation of the untried play.

but a musician of exceptional merit, 
having medals and testimonials from 
leading conservatories of America and 
the old world. His execution on the 
piano is marvelously sweet and pathetic 
in its shading and expression. 


ITe has the usual wonderful power of 


memory i\hich often, if not always, 
characterises the blind, and he is able 
i > give the entire lecture of any 
man 


from notes token during the delivery, 
provided the lecture is not over an hour 
in length. When writing, he uses the 
Brail system of perforating the paper, 
so that it is read on the re\-ersc side, 
and ho writes from TO to 80 words a 
minute. 


A surprising feature of his life is the 


fact that he liokls s"ven medals for 
wrestling catch as catch can and has 
never been beaten unless he wandered 
out of his class. He won the champion- 
ship medal and honors at the intercol- 
legiate meet when it was held nt Ypsi- 
lanti. Mr. Hamilton is ambitious, ac- 
tive and never content at being idle. He 
has prepared a lecture, "What a Blind 
Man Saw In 'Europe." It is unique, in- 
teresting and bright, and has been de- 
livered many times. When the new 
school for the blind is completed 1:1 
Greece, Mr. Hamilton is to have the 
same in charge, at th'e request of her 
majesty the queen of Greece.

There 5s a wonderful revival of pop- 


ularity in the game of roller polo this 
winter. The fact that twice as many 
leagues have been organized as ever be- 
fore existed at any one time indicates 
the renewed interest in the spoit. In 
several cities new and expensive rinks 
have been built especially for use in 
the game. Whereas a few years ago 
roller polo was not played to any great 
extent outside of the New England 
states, it has now gamed a strong foot- 
hold in several other parts of the coun- 
try. 


The fact that New York city has tak- 


en up the game with great enthusiasm 
and has entered a team in the South- 
ern New England league will have 
great influence in booming the sport. 
The first contest in the metropolis was 
recently played in the presence of about 
3,000 people, who were wildly enthusi- 
astic over the fine points of the game. 


I asked Mr. Jacob C. Morse, the pres- 


ident of the National Polo league and 
one of the finest experts regarding the 
game in the country, a few days ago 
for a short account of the history and 
prospects of the sport this season. The 
following is his reply. 


LEO ETHERINGTON. 


The present professional game of 


roller polo is some 20 years old. Among 
the cities that first took it up are New- 
port. R. I., and Lowell, Mass. 
The 


game was first played with six men 
on each side, but this number was aft- 
erward reduced to five, the present 
number. When the game was first play- 
ed, the contest was for the best three 
goals out of five, but it was found that 
such a plan made the games of too 
short duration, and a time limit was 
made of two halves of 20 minutes each, 
and this again was subsequently chang- 
ed so thai three periods of 15 minutes 
each were played. 


The game quickly took root when first 


introduced, and leagues were numer- 
ous east and west, but in a few years 
the sport completely died out In all sec- 
tions except New England. Here the 
interest was kept alive. New Bedford, 
Brockton, Salem and*Boston were old 
standbys of the game. The interest in 
Boston began to wane, when a change 
was made in the location of the rink. 
This was first situated in the Back Bay 
district, an admirable spot. Society 
people flocked to see the 'jontests. The 
last attempt to revive interest in the 
game in Boston was made two seasons 
ago. 
• '• •' 


The sport was lost to t-rockton on ac- 


count of the destruction of the rink by 
fire. In New Bedford support of the 
game slackened and last season 1he 
manager, Fred Doe, had lo give up the 
battle. The well known business man- 
ager of the Cincinnati Baseball club, 
Frank Bancroft, was for many years 
manager of the New Bedford team. 
Sa- 


lem was very much in the gamo until 


this season, when the scene of action 
was transferred to Connecticut. Salem 
still has a. team, however, in a league of 
clubs of the immediate vicinity. 


The scene of the greatest activity of 


the game has shifted twice from Mas- 
sachusetts to Connecticut. It once more 
flouiibhes most successfully in the lat- 
ter state. 
The clubs comprising the 


league are Hartford, Meriden, New Brit- 
ain, 
New Haven, Providence, Spring- 


field and Waterbury. The Hartford 
team is substantially that of the cham- 
pion Fall River club of last season, 
and New Haven has the Pawtucket ag- 
gregation. Waterbury has some of the 
New Bedford players, a'nd the Salem 
team is located in Springfield. 


That the game is considerably more 


than hockey on skates is shown by the 
fact that the percentage of players de- 
veloped fast enough to maintain the 
pace of the veterans 'is exceedingly 
small. Some of the experts of today 
played the game 15 years ago. Among 
these may be mentioned Tom Cotter, 
the father of the game, the central fig- 
ure among players; Roberts of Water- 
aury, Fred Doe, manager of the Water- 
bury team; Canavan, well kncwn as a 
baseball player; John Connell, once of 
the Boston team; Leydon of the New 
Haven team, Lations, the goal tend of 
New Haven, who was once a Salem 
player, and Al Sword of the Waterbury 
team, now a goal keeper, but who be- 
gan his career as a rusher. Ed Menard 
of Meriden is another old tinier. 


All the requisites of a football player 


must be found in the crack poloist. He 
must be a, man who is cool, plucky, 
strong, quick on his feet, perfectly fear- 
less, able to hit right or left handed and 
back handed and with the greatest ac- 
curacy. 


Team work is what tells. The men 


in a club must play with and for each 
other to obtain the best results. In- 
dividual playing will be fatal in most 
cases. It is the passing game that 
wins. Nothing is more beautiful than 
to see a game between first class teams. 
It will be .replete with fine juggling, 
skillful passing and accurate driving. 


It is not saying too much that no 


sport brings forth the excitement and 
the enthusiasm as does the game of 
roller polo.' 


I was for many years secretary of 


the New England and National leagues 
and was this year chosen president of 
the National league. I think the fu- 
ture of the game is exceedingly bright. 
I fool positive that New York will be 
in the national circuit in another sea- 
son and should not be surprised if 
Brooklyn and Jersey City also made 
applications for admission. In that 
case there is little doubt the gam« 
would once more spread into the west. 


Boston. 


Cornell to Build SUells. 


An innovation in the college navy sys- 


tem is to be tried at Cornell during the 
coming season. This consists of the ad- 
dition of a boatbuilding establishment. 
The prospective success of this scheme 
is expected to be so emphatic that it 
is already being predicted by the Cor- 
nellians that in the future all the Cor- 
nell shells will be built at Ithaca. The 
veteran rowing coach of the institution, 
Courtney, is to have charge of the work, 
as he is an expert builder of shells. The 
outcome of the plan will be watched 
with interest, particularly by rowing 
colleges, for ii it is found that a shell 
can be so adapted to the rowing system 
in vogue at Cornell as to increase the 
speed of the crews we can expect all 
the colleges to add a boatbuilding de- 
partmeD to their navy. 


CHRISTMAS 


AflONG THE 


PLAYER FOLK. 


There are very few among tha thou- 


sands of persons in this country who 
earn their livhig by acting -who look 
forward to the gladsome holiday season 
with pleasurable anticipations. To th» 
actor ChriKtmas does not m^an a day 
of rest, with the good cheer thereto ap- 
pertaining. 
On the contrary, it means 


for the people of the stage extra work 
for the entertainment of tha more for- 
tunate beings who devote the day to 
enjoying themselves and giving pleas- 
ure to everybody with whom they hap- 
pen to be brought in contact — excepting 
only the actors. 


For, be it known, there are invariably 


two performances on Christmas, one in 
the afternoon and the other at night. 
As actors are only ordinary mortals 
after all and are prone to indulge on 
Christmas eve in the seductive egg- 
nog certainly to no less extent than 
their nonprofessional brothers and sis- 
ters their heads are sometimes in that 
condition for which rest and sleep ar» 
the only cures, and that, too, about 
the time when they must start for the 
theater for the matinee performance. 
In such cases the hardship is addition- 
ally great. 


But, after all, the actor, male or fe- 


male, is the greatest optimist in the 
world, and the condition which cat? 
cause him or her to become downheart- 
ed must be a grave one indeed. There- 
fore the day of days among the holi- 
days !s regarded by the people of the 
stage with a calm equanimity, and 
they proceed to enjoy it as nearly like 
other folks as their peculiar and cir- 
cumscribed environment will permit. 
There is in almost every "road" compa- 
ny a Christmas tree the night before 
the holiday. This is prepared in ad- 
vance, of course, and after the evening 
performance it is pushed out to the cen- 
ter of the stage, and the fun begins. 
There are presents for every one, in- 
cluding the stage hands, for "show peo- 
ple"' are as generous as they are im- 
provident, and that member of the com- 
pany who tcpairs to the l^otel at the 
conclusion of the festivities with less 
than half a dozen gilts must be a very 
unpopular individual with his fellows. 


Kggnog has been known to occur at 


these Thespian jollifications, and there 
is usually a good deal more of the nog 
than of lh£ P5£,,7.9-. the beverage which 
is served, under 'the old familiar title. 


The landlord of the hotel or boarding 


house at which the "troupe" happens to 
be stopping always "lays himself out" 
to provide a fine Christmas dinner for 
the actors. Usually, too, he succeeds, 
for actors are so used to poor fare on 
the road that any sort of break from 
ihe dull routine is welcomed gleefully. 
It is not unusual for the boniface to let 
it be known to the townspeople that tha 
players will have their Christmas din- 
ner at a certain hour, so that those of 
the youngameii of -ne Place who aspire 
to being considered blase and well post- 
ed as to the affairs of the stage may 
have an opportunity to invest their 
half dollars, or dollars, as the case may 
be, in a repast with real actors. 


After dinner, which on the road is 


usually partaken of about 
midday, 


there is a great hustle '_or the theater 
so that the players may have time to 
dress for the matinee 
performance. 


After that the hotel furnishes a good 
supper. It Is usually made up of what 
is left from the midday meal, but it ia 
such an immense improvement upon 
what is generally served that the actors' 
pleasure is manifested by "jollying"

They re- 
main in the very small towns not less 
than a week at a time, and as they go 
back year after year they make ac- 
auaintances in the different places vis- 
ited, and an invitation to dinner on 
Christmas from a resident ia not at all 
uncommon. It may be added that it is 
almost always accepted. 


To the credit of the actor folk be It 


said that any child member of a com- 
pany is always well provided for at 
Christmas time. All of the performers 
make it a point to give some present to 
the little one, thereby demonstrating 
what is so generally known to those 
who are closely affiliated with the the- 
ater, that, whatever actors are not, they 
are generous in the extreme.

Rev. TV. L. Tenney preached in the 


Congregational church Sunday eve- 
ning on me question, "Is North Adams 
Ready to Close the Saloons?" It was 
a strong- and timely address on what 
Air. Tenney called a "religious econo- 
mic," instead 
of political question. 


While of course an argument for no- 
license, it dealt mainly with the ques- 
tion "Is the city ready tor it?" Mr. 
Tenney's strong point was that when 
the church was ready, the city could 
close the saloons. When the church 
members appreciate the full signifi- 
cance of their position as responsible 
in great measure for the welfare of the 
city on the saloon matter, a "better 
day will begin in North Adams." The 
worklngmen, Mr. Tenney thought, were 
beginning to realize the dangers in the 
saloon, while manufacturers and mer- 
chants should quickly realize the ac- 
tual loss it brought them. The church 
therefore, had the matter in its con- 
trol. "Every time the saloon men \\in 
a victory, the church is on trial, and 
the church is condemned." 


As a preface to the address, Mr. Ten- 


ney read the tenth psalm: 


"Why standest thou afar off, O 


Lord? why hidest thou thyself in 
times of trouble? 


"The wicked in his pride doth per- 


secute the poor: let t!:em be taken 
in the devices that they have im- 
agined. 


"For the wicked boasteth of his 


heart's desire, 
and blesseth 
the 


covetous, whom the Lord abhoreth. 


"Arise, O Lord; ^ God, lift up thine 


hand: forget not the humble. 


"Wherefore doth the wicked con- 


temn God? he hath said in his heart 
Thou wilt not require it. 


"Thou hast seen it; for thou be- 


holdest mischief and spite, to requite 
it with thy hand: the poor commit- 
teth himself unto thee; thou art the 
helper of the fatherless. 


"Break thou the arm of the wicked 


and the evil man: seek out his 
wickedness till thou find none. . . 


"To judge the fatherless and the 


oppressed, that the man of the earth 
may no more oppress." 
The subject is not, and never should 


be, a political one, said Mr. Tenney. 
Men should retain their party connec- 
tions and still unite in opposing the 
saloon. Nor is it needed that there be 
any candidate pledged to no-Ucpnse. ' 
So far no candidate in this city has ex- j 
pressed himself against it, and it is 
unnecessary. 
Public sentiment is 


what must be effective on this ques- 
tion. 


No-license men usually lose when 


they unite on some candidate who has 
declared himself for no-license. Vote 
for a man who believes in obeying the 
will of the people. It is well to remem- 
ber that if the mayor is a man, (and 
Mr. Tenney emphasized "man" till it 
meant far more than "mayor,") if the 
mayor is a man, although he may not 
agree in believing in no-license, he will 
enforce the laws of the people. 


Neither is the question a sensational 


one. 
It is simply and purely a religious 


and economic one, for the two must 
always be associated. It is a question 
based on facts which all may determine 
and unless these facts are sensational, 
the question is not. There are many 
friends who would be glad if this ques- 
tion were not referred to so frequently, 
but we have had sufficient experience 
to enable us to face it fairly. 


It is not a peculiar question. When 


North A_dams is ready to close the 
saloons , she will find herself in the best 
company she was ever in. Mr. Tenney 
then instanced and quoted statistics 
from Brockton, Haverhill, Pitchburg 
and 
Cambridge, showing increased 


prosperity and lessened poverty under 
no-license. Therefore we shall not be 
peculiar if, at some time, we become 
intelligent and righteous enough to 
close our saloons. 


The question "Is North Adams ready 


to close the saloons?" can best be an- 
swered by asking other questions, Yan- 
kee fashion. In the first place, "Are 
the workingmen of North Adams wak- 
ing up to the fact that at present they 
are more interested in the question of 
closing the saloons than in any other?" 
I believe they are beginning to do so. 
They are seeing that the question of 
high or low wages makee little dif- 
ference if the saloon 
has 
the first 


chance at the wages. 
The best tem- 


perance organizations now are those 
made up of workingmen, and the latter 
admit that if the saloons were clos.-;! it 
would be better for their homes, their 
pocketbooks, and their standing as 
citizens. 


"Do the manufacturers of North Ad- 


ams appreciate the fact that the money 
which the saloons pay into the treasury 
of the city is but a small per cent of 
what they are taking out of the effi- 
ciency of the working force of their 
operatives?" If North Adams is half 
drunk it cannot continue to compete 
successfully in the shoe business witn 
sober Brockton. 
Shoe 
manufacturers 


especially are telling of the hard com- 
petition with other places. The ques- 
tion should be considered with refer- 
ence to the saloon as well as with 
other economic matters. 


"Do the business men appreciate the 


patent fact that when the saloon 
keepers l.ave gone through a man 
th'-re is not much left for legitimate 
business?" It is rarely that, a man 
•vho rjrrc-s into the city from the sur- 
rounding country on account of its 
ptloons flnos any legitimate trad!ns. 
There was z case last week, when a 
mnn bought a watch, but ne io.-=c th-j 
watch. The men in legitimate business 


'..o trip ones to put up the IT* v 


l-'ccks, but how many of our 


new htiiidin{«' have been erect-si with- 
out the tai-it of saloon money? 


' Are we afraid to carry out the 


legl.fii;at« inferences of the teaching 
in our public school-.]?" 
Under thu 


prt-senl state law we toach in our 
3.:lioolH the evils of liquor, buf we ket!,) 
the saloons open. If the saloons and 
their traffic be legitimate, do not teach 
the children that it involves so much 
of evil. 


The last question, but the mo«t im- 


portant, is this, 
"Is the church of 


Jesus Christ willing to follow along 
the way of the cross in the temper- 
ance 
reform?" 
Is 
the 
church 


willing 
to 
assume 
its 
real, 
its 


natural position? 
The world has a 


right to hold the church, not the saloon 
men and others outside the church, re- 


sponsible for the continuance of the 
liquor traffic. Every time the saloon 
men win a victory the church is on 
trial, and is condemned. A temper- 
ance worker recently said that we need 
a revival to accomplish the closing of 
the saloons. Yes. But we need a re- 
vival that shall arouse the church it- 
self, not work to bring others into the 
church. The church Is not here for a 
dress parade, but for active service. 


What we need is men who will not 


only vote against the saloon them- 
selves, but who will use their influence 
to arouse a public sentiment against 
the saloon. 
Do you recognize the 


saloon as something that threatens the 
city? Are you willing to fight against 
th.at which causes at least 65 per cent 
of the crime and poverty of the city? 
Then use your influence as well as 
your vote. 


And are you willing- to see that the 


license laws we have at present are en- 
forced? 
The police record shows that 


in this last year the number of arrests 
has decreased, and that tne arrests of 
minors have been fewer. The enforce- 
ment of the screen law for saloons has 
made them afraid to sell liquor to 
minors. Cut it was not the minister's 
place to do this. It was the place of 
the business and workingmen and of 
the church of Christ. There is no need 
to fear for the result if the church will 
cease to be afraid of hard work in the 
cause. We do need a revival, and when 
the spirit of God has its way, a better 
day will begin in North Adams. 


INJURED IN A RUNAWAY, 


Adams Polander Thrown From Sleigh 


Saturday. Hape for His Recovery. 


Adams has had a number of runa- 


ways during the past few weeks but 
there was one Saturday evening- which 
was more serious than all the others. 
John Rutka, about 40 years old, and 
John Pollock. 22 years old, were re- 
turning- from Greylock mountain. Both 
are Poles and were employed, as wood 
choppers. Mr. Rutka was driving a 
big bay horse owned by D. B. Cook. 
They rode on the front bob of a sleigh. 


Near tho Maple street cemetery the 


horse became frightened and started 
to run away.

The horse ran about 100 yards when

The horse ran along Park street and 


collided with a telegraph pole and 
was thrown to the ground. The sleigh 
was wrecked and the horse injured.

M. A. and Albert Lewis were pass- 


ing when Mr. Rutka was thrown out.

He sustain- 
ed a bad cut two inches long, that 
raised the flesh from the chin bone. 
There was a bad contusion on the 
forehead just over the left eye and it 
v/as feared his skull was fractured.

Goodrich

nounces the Statement 


of His Position- 


ATTENTION 
TO 
CITY 
LABOR 


Is the Main Feature, With Endorse- 


ment of the Charter on Matter of 


Initiative for Citizens. Very 


Important Election. 


Frank H. Goodrich, candidate for 


mayor on the democratic ticket, has 
made public the platform on which he 
is running. Here it is: 


North Adams, Dec. 12, 1898. 


To the Voters of North Adams:— 


A municipal campaign is always of 


great importance to the people of the 
community affected; but I believe tiie 
election to be held in North Adams 
one week from tomorrow is of more 
than usual importance to our city be- 
cause of the settlement that must come 
in some issues that have been raised 
and are of vital concern to the whole 
people. 


That the voters may know where I 


stand on some of these questions, I 
desire to make the 
following plain 


statement of my position: 


The policy of doing some permanent 


road building each year, with the idea 
of some day giving the city a com- 
plete system of paved and macadam- 
ized streets, is now well established 
for North Adams. Public opinion sup- 
ports it and the future welfare of our 
growing: city demands it. 


But the question of how the work is 


to be done is an important one. I be- 
lieve that in this, as in all public work, 
the welfare of the laborer as well as 
that of the taxpayer should be consid- 
ered. It is our duty to protect our own 
citizens; our privilege and good econo- 
my to see that the people's money is 
so spent as to be kept in circulation 
here in our own city as far as possible. 


I believe that in all public work citi- 


zens who are competent and willing to 
perform the work desired should be 
preferred to all others; and residents, 
whether citizens or not, should be pre- 
ferred to outsiders. I believe this pol- 
icy should be carried out as far as 
practicable in all work done for the 
city by contract, bids being advertised 
for only with that provision plainly 
stated. 


I believe that all city workmen should 


be placed on an equality in regard to 
the number of working hours in a day, 
and would see that provision was 
made for the nine-hour day—legally 
established for municipal employes toy 
our statutes—for workmen under the 
pay of contractors. 


"While this permanent road building 


should 
be continued, I believe the 


streets all through the city which can- 
not now be paved or macadamized 
should be given the most careful and 
impartial attention. All should be kept 
in fair condition, and neith?- in the 
care of roads nor the building of side- 
walks should one section of the town 
be preferred above another. The peo- 
ple all pay taxes and they are entitled 
to some returns on their contributions 
to the public treasury. 


To this end I believe much more care- 


ful attention should be given to the 
roads in our outlying districts, es- 
pecially in the early spring when by 
cleaning out of gutters and rounding 
up of these roads they may be put in 
proper condition to withstand the hard 
rains of the summer. 


I believe business principles should 


control the administration of city af- 
fairs always, and though there are 
many other matters of public policy on 
which I might explain how I believe 
these principles should be applied, yet 
these are the ones in which the public 
is most interested just now. If I am 
elected I shall give my best efforts to 
serve the whole city and all the peo- 
ple. The debt has been growing rapid- 
ly, and the most careful consideration 
should be given to all propositions for 
improvement that the burden of the 
people may not be unnecessarily in- 
creased. 


Finally, I believe that the provision 


for the initiative was put into the 
charter in response to popular demand 
and in keeping with the sentiment of 
the times for giving the people direct 
control of the government, as they 
had under the town government; and 
I believe when important matters come 
up this method might profitably be em- 
ployed to get at the real sentiment of 
the citizens. If I am elected mayor I 
shall welcome 
such 
expressions of 


opinion from the people.
